EDITORIAL COMMENT 
OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Miss Alice Sarah Tyler is so well known 
to most librarians that she needs no intro- 
duction here. One of the outstanding 
members of the library profession, she was 
president of the American Library Asso- 
ciation in 1920-21 when the meeting at 
Swampscott was not only the largest up to 
that time but everywhere spoken of as one 
of the best ever held. 

Born in Decatur, Illinois, she was edu- 
cated in the high school of that city, and 
became an assistant in the Public Library 
from 1887 to 1893. She took the library 
course in Armour Institute, Chicago, being 
graduated in 1894. This was before Miss 
Sharp took her Library School from Armour 
to the University of Illinois. 

In 1895 she was offered the position of 
catalog librarian by Mr. Brett, and went to 
the Cleveland Public Library as its first 
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Library School trained assistant. Leaving 
Cleveland in 1900 to become secretary of 
the Iowa State Library Commission, she 
made a country-wide reputation in her 
organization work in lowa during her 
thirteen years in that position. She was 
also director of the Summer Library School 
at University of Iowa during those years. 
In 1913 she was called back to Cleveland to 
become dean of the School of Library 
Science of Western Reserve University, 
which position she still holds. 

Miss Tyler has been president of the 
League of Library Commissions, also of the 
Ohio Library Association and of the Asso- 
ciation of American Library Schools. In 
1922-23 she was president of the Cleveland 
Library Club, and has during her long career 
written many articles for the Library press; 
she was editor of the Jowa Library Quarterly 
from 1901 to 1913. 

We are glad to include her in our gallery 
of noted librarians and bibliographers.

Impressions from Overseas 


Those from America who attended the 
Jubilee meeting of the Library Association 
in September, 1927, have had an experience 
not soon to be forgotten. About eighty-five 
made the trip, and a more representative 
group never attended a meeting. The pre- 
liminary trip by motor coach from London 
to York, and thence by rail to Glasgow and 
Edinburgh, was surely the most delightful 
journey imaginable. The planning was per- 
fect, and the party of eighty-nine, including 
several from the Continent, as well as 
representatives from Australia, was a happy 
one despite some unfavorable weather. 
Who can ever forget the civic receptions at 
Birmingham, Manchester, Glasgow, York, 
and Edinburgh, or that charming tea with 
the Guppys at Ryland’s Library. 

The handling of the big conference by its 
president, the Earl of Elgin, was most favor- 
ably commented on by all; the sessions 
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began on time, were lively and interesting. 
The day at Dunfermline, the Trossachs 
drive, the coaching party of three hundred 
to the Scott country were notable. The 
opportunity to visit so many famous libra- 
ries under such very favorable conditions 
will never occur again. The Bodleian, the 
Rylands, the Chetham, the Mitchell at 
Glasgow, the University and the National 
libraries at Edinburgh, the British Museum, 
David Copperfield, and Lincoln’s Inn libra- 
ries in London, not to mention the pre- 
conference visits of a smaller party of 
Americans to the Bibliotheque Nationale, 
Paris, the Royal and the University libraries 
of Brussels, the City Library, Antwerp, the 
Peace Palace and Royal libraries at The 
Hague, and the University libraries at 
Amsterdam and Louvain. 

Interspersed with the sightseeing in the 
various cities were those splendid receptions, 
such as the lunch at Paris, the tea at the 
University Club, and evening gathering at 
the Egyptian Museum at Brussels, the lunch 
in the Peace Palace at The Hague, and last 
but not least that eighteenth century tea at 
Bath Pump Room given the Americans by 
Mayor Cedric Chivers and the Lady Mayor- 
ess, Madame Sarah Grand. 

Cathedrals, ruined abbeys, literary 
shrines, English and Scotch lakes and hills, 
cities of surpassing interest; and antiquity 
everywhere such as Americans can hardly 
believe. Such is the kaleidoscopic vision 
which is indelibly etched upon our brain, 
or was it all a beautiful and improbable 
dream granted to a chosen few?

We thought 
every “stunt” had been tried by one or another 
publisher of a magazine, but this one is new; each 
page is perforated near the “hinge,” so that it can 

easily removed (?) and we find no text, but just 
advertisments. There are about 64 pages to a

Mexican Folkways, Miss Frances Toor’s little 
periodical from Mexico City, seems to have found a 
place for itself. The former octavo size in which 
the first two volumes appeared (10 numbers in all, 
ending with December—January, 1926-27), has 
changed with vol. 3, no. 1, February—March, 1927, to 
quarto. The issues are in Spanish and English in 
parallel columns, and we get much of Mexican daily 
life, of Mexican folk lore, and history. Illustrations 
are used, usually by native artists. 

We believe this magazine should be in all libraries, 
and, listen, Miss Toor says should it for any reason 
suspend, she will make reparation. $2.00 a year 
bi-monthly. 


Open Road for Boys has gone and done it again. 
Vol. 9, no. 7, was July, 1927, vol. 9, no. 9, was Sep- 
tember, 1927. And there is no August, no number 8. 
Publisher wished to advance the time of delivery 
and thought if he published an August it would be 
too close to September. As each issue is paged from 
page 1 on, there is no way, except by his word to 
prove that August was really omitted. Well, boys 
will be boys. 


Overtures is the sort of magazine that all should 
subscribe to on account of small cost and because it 
takes up no room on the shelves. It was combined 
with Greenwich Village Quill before it was born. 
Perhaps this caused indigestion as the Quill has had 
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to suspend July and August, 1927, and extend sub- 
scribers’ time two months in consequence. 

Pan American Magazine should have a prize for 
being the greatest traveler among magazines. New 
York, San Antonio, Texas, Chile, South America, 
Panama City, New Orleans, are among the places it 
has “lived” in the last three years. It is notorious 
for failing to get all its issues to subscribers, but 
promises to reform. Its last escapade was the 
worst, for it came from Panama to New Orleans, 
under the alias of The New World Nations in quarto 
form, instead of the usual octavo. But we discovered 
its hiding place, and now it’s back in Panama under 
its old name and in octavo size again, just as if nothing 
had happened! Reminds us of a_well-known lady 
evangelist who was kidnapped. Vol. 40, no. 1, was 
May, 1927; then came in disguise vol. 40, no. 2, as 
New World Nations, July, 1927, followed by vol. 40, 
no. 3, with same title. Vol. 40, no. 4, was Pan 
American Magazine, October, 1927 (called October- 
November on cover). 


Radiological Review and Chicago Medical Recorder 
is a new married name, and again a case of the 
younger partner becoming the head of the house. 
Radiological Review, vol. 4, no. 4, April, 1927, is 
followed by Radiological Review and The Chicago 
Medical Recorder, vol. 49, no. 5, May, 1927, the older 
member of the family thus taking the name of the 
younger, but retaining the volume number to give 
dignity (?) to the alliance. 

Review of Nations, Geneva, Switzerland, $10 a 
year (correction of note in May—August Bulletin of 
Bibliography). 

Searchlight on Congress was sick before it died 
Both January and February, 1927, were called vol. 
11, no. 11, on the outsides, so “no number 10 was 
published” was what we were told. Really a no. 10 
was issued in January but misnumbered, and the 
mistake was rectified, in a way, by numbering 
February as it should be no. 11. Vol. 11, no. 9, was 
June, 1926, and it was in suspense and nothing issued 
from July to December, 1926. It passed away with 
vol. 11, no. 12, March, 1927. 


Bibliography of Regional Planning 
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Survey is getting rather deep in its bibliography 
and subscribers need a guide to fathom its plan of 
issue. In the first place it is now semi-monthly, but 
the first issue of each month is called the “Graphic 
Edition,” and is issued also as Survey Graphic, thus 
giving a monthly magazine to those who only want a 
monthly. Many deluded folk think they need both 
Survey and Survey Graphic to have all of it. This is 
not true. Survey includes the Survey Graphic. 

Secondly, during the summer things got disturbed 
and Survey issued three numbers during August and 
September called this year vol. 58, no. 9, August 1; 
vol. 58, no. 10-12, August 15-September 15; and vol. 
58, no. 11, September 1, 1927. The pagination of 
these three issues is no. 9, 11, 10-12, a curious order 
and we might suggest that no. 10-12 ought to be 
called ‘‘no. 10, 12” to show it did not include no. 11.

Magazine, Mystery Magazine, Nash’s Magazine, 
New Magazine, Novel Magazine, Pall Mall Magazine, 
Premier, Quiver, Red Magazine, Review of Reviews, 
Royal Magazine, Story-teller, Strand, Sunny Magazine, 
20 Story Magazine, Violet, Wide World, Windsor.
